fare of so many citizens and peoples cannot but be deeply moved and 
our heart wrung with the bitterest sorrow. 
“And in the midst of this universal confusion and peril, we feel and 
know that both fatherly love and apostolic ministry demand of us that we 
should with all earnestness turn the thoughts of Christendom thither, 
‘whence cometh help’-to Christ, the Prince of Peace and the most 
powerful mediator between God and man. 
‘‘We charge, therefore, the Catholics of the whole world to approach 
the throne of Grace and Mercy, each and all of them, and more especially 
the clergy, whose duty furthermore it will be to make in every parish, 
as their bishops shall direct, public supplication, so that the merciful 
God may, as it were, be wearied with the prayers of His children and 
speedily remove the evil causes of war, giving to them who rule to think 
the thoughts of peace and not of affliction.

At times during the day the pope had 
much difficulty in breathing.

Stimulants were injected and oxygen 
administered. Several times the pon- 
tiff revived and seemed much better. 
He would then speak to those about 
him and insist that his desires be exe 
cuted. 5 

In one of tbese intervals he asked for 
gr.

Rosa had been an intimate 
friend of the pope since the pontiff was 
bishop of Treviso. 

As soon ag he was notified Mgr. Rosa 
rushed to the vatican and was admitted 
immediately to the apartment where 
the pope was lying.

Without any of the arts of diplomacy 
Pius X, swept aside all subterfuges and 
forever rescued the church from the 
petty French politician. It was liberty 
bought at forebodings of dire results. But 
the church was no longer an appendage 
of the state, the bishops no longer civil 
servants of a republic that hated the 
name of Christ. The braver side won 
under the determined, fatherly old man. 

In Spain and Portugal the same battle 
was waged. And confronting it the same 
untroubled fortitude, the same square 
handed dealing on the part of the pope, 
the same adhesion of the clergy.

His War on Modernism. 

The things that Pius X. did not do that 
he was expected to do were legion. The 
things that he did that were unexpected 
were equally numerous. 

Oniet among these was his war on 
* modernism.” He was ever and above all 
a priest, a shepherd of souls. To his mind 
the one thing infinitely more important 
than all else was the purity and certainty 
of the faith of his people. The church 
might be stripped of millions of dollars’ 
worth of property, religious orders might 
be exiled, governments might break con- 
cordats, ali the powerful forces which the 
diplomat, Leo, kept quiescent might thun- 
der against the church—these were but 
incidents, mere collateral matters. They 
would pass. If the faith was kept un- 
tainted the church would come through 
all trials victorious in the end. But if 
there were amy compromise with error in 
doctrine or dogma then ell worldly tri- 
umphs would be vain. 


Work Was Inspired. 

These were the considerations that in- 
spired the anti-modernist policy of Pope 
Pius X., a policy which none foresaw. 

His campaign against the teaching of

* Pascendi Gregia,” issued three years 
after his election, and the second a Motu

His Simple Views Persist, 

And through all his participation in 
world politics he did not cease to be the 
same simple priest of the people of years 
before. -He stood firm and uncompromis- 
ingly for the rights of the papacy against 
the Italian government, but when his 
brother, who wore the uniform of the 
king as a mail carrier in a small provin- 
cial town, wrote to ask him if he should 
not resign he replied, “ Certainly not, 

But even before Pius X. began his re- 
forms there was no such extravagance 
as other courts and even rcpublics know. 

A member of the Noble Guard got 
$2 a day. A cardinal got $3,000 a year 
if a resident of Rome and so engaged 
in assisting in conducting the executive 
business of the church. Otherwise he 
gets nothing. The salaries of papel. 
nuncios at European courts were recent- 
ly cut from $7,000 a year to $3,000 a year. 


Economies Imperative. 

The economies of the pope were 

largely enforced by the diminishing 
amount of Peter's pence, the sole source 
of revenue of the papacy. since the loss 
of temporal power. This has amounted 
to about $1,500,000 a year, but has been 
insufficient to meet properly the vast ex- 
penses incident to the maintenance of 
St. Peter's and the vatican, the support- 
ing of missions in heathen lands, and the 
conduct of the business of the world scat- 
tered church. The pope's personal ex- 
penses are said to have been about a 
day. 
To ordinary people, whether Catholic or 
non-Catholics, the pope has been one or 
the most accessible in history. The aver- 
age man found it easy not only to meet 
the holy father but to talk with him or 
interview him.

Never a Compromiser. 

Elected as a compromise candidate be- 
tween the rigorous ecclesiastical party 
and the party which believes in a perpet- 
ual adjustment of ecclesiastical policy to 
secular needs, Pius X. never at any time 
developed into a compromiser.

Indeed, Cardinal Rampolla, when secre- 
tary of state, had believed that a partial 
separation might be advisabi+, but such 
a separation would not necessarily mean 
that France was to be decatholicized, or 
that the vatican should lose its influence 
over French Catholics. 

Nevertheless, that is what ultimately 
happened. It happened also in Spain and 
Portugal. 

‘All has been due toa policy which has 
turned an unrelenting face toward moa- 
ernism wherever found, and made pos- 
sible the4amous “ syllabus’ of July 17, 
1907, to gay nothing of the Fairbanks and 
Roosevelt episodes and the consistent 
antagonism toward the Methodiats in 
Rome. The expression of that policy was 
due to the personality of one man, al- 
though it undoubtedly was inspired by 
Pope Pius. The man in question was the 
successor of Cardinal Rampolla as secre- 
tary of state, Merry del Val. 


Work of Merry del Val. 

Normally the papal secretary of state is 
only the director of the diplomacy of the 
vatican; in practice in these modern days 
he is the alter ego ot the pope, and 
consequently associated with his affairs, 
even though they have nothing to do with 
diplomacy. 

Merry dei Val was secretary of the 
papal consistory convened after the death 
of Pope Leo in July, 1908. He was just 88 
years of age, having been born in London 
in 1865, while his father was secretary of 
the Spanish embassy there. On both sides 
he was of English descent, and his bring- 
ing up had been principally English. At 
the age of 24 he had been admitted to the 
Academy of Noble Ecclesiastics in Rome, 
and in 1803 he was appointed master of

Effect in Spain and Portugal. 

Since the promulgation of the French 
separation law conditions which brought 
this law into being have arisen in Spain 
and Portugal. In the former, although 
diplomatic relations have been severed 
with the vatican, no formal separation of 
state and church occurred. So far as 
Spain is concerned, the question whether 
the Spanish government shall have the 
right to change legislation pertaining to 
ecclesiastical matters without negotiat- 
ing with the vatican a new concordat re- 
mains academically an unsettled matter, 
though Spain has proceeded to legislate 
nevertheless. 

The establishment of a republic in Port- 
ugal a few years ago brought up auto- 
matically the question of separation of 
church and state in that country. A sep- 
aration decree was at once promulgated 
and this was followed by a law which 
placed all religious communities upon the 
same footing, and forbade them to hold 
puDlic services or conduct funerals with- 
out special permission. In regard to the 
native Catholic church, the state formally 
severed all relationship with the vatican 
and converted it from a source of ex- 
penditure into one of income by charging 
for its privileges. 

While these matters in regard to 
France, Spain and Portugal were dealt 
with by the vatican in a manner abhor- 
rent to the party which had been built

This modernism has several phases. In 
Italy it found its expression through the 
Christian democratic movement—a move- 
ment tolerated by Leo XIII., but con- 
demned by his successor as questioning 
the authority of the church to apply the 
teaching of the fathers to modern life. 

In France it was exemplified by the 
Sillon, an attempt of certain French 
prelates and laymen to regard the sep- 
aration of church and state as an accom- 
plished fact, and to evolve a French 
Catholf? vhittch that should be submis- 
sive to the vatican only in spiritual mat- 
ters. 

In England several highly educated 
Catholic prelates, notably Father Tyrell, 
made their revolt from the vatican a mat- 
ter of conscience. : 

While they wished to remain Catholics 
in faith, they boldly declared that their 
intelligence prevented them from accept-. 
ing the interpretation of the scriptures 
and of the dogmas as set forth by the 
modern curia, which had utterly failed, 
they said, to grasp the obvious signif- 
lane of modern scientific research. 

But it was among the Roman Cathulic 
professors of the Prussian universities 
that modernism reared its head in the 
most pronounced and threatening form. 


Although individual prelates in Itaty, 


unification, drew a comparison between 
the former gatherings of cardinals in the 
Eternal City and that of the world’s peo- 


ple which would take place in that 


year. This comparison was conaidered 
most obnoxious by the vatican, and 
Roman Catholic bodies all over the world 
hastened to rebuke Mayor Nathaa. 


Great Growth in Conversions, 

Viewed now at its close, the pontificate 
of Pius X. has witnessed within the 
church great progress, particularily in 
non-Catholic lands, where the number of 
converts has more than made up the loss 
that the church has suffered in n »minally 
Catholic countries. 

Numerous reforms have been made in 
regard to the administration of the 
church and in discouraging adhererce 
to certain traditions which the lay Cath- 
olic was apt to interpret as matters of 
doctrine. 

On the other hand, France has been 
seemingly irrevocably lost to the church. 
Spain may yet be regained, while a mon- 
archist revolution in Portugal may at any 
time restore the status quo in that coun- 
try. As regards Italy, the papacy is 
ready to negotiate, provided tha Italian 
government shall recognize tue pontin 
as a temporal sovereign. 

What the future will bring forth, should 

the vatican continue to look with unre- 
lenting eyes on moderniam, remains to be 
seen. 
There are many distinguished prelates 
who deem that modernism is an enemy 
that should not be antagonited but 
pacified. There are still others win de- 
clare that the first concession made to 
modernism will mark the beginning of the 
end of all spiritual authority and the dis- 
integration of the church. 

The modernists themselves »elieve that 
no such danger would menace the church, 
since faith would remain, and faith, they 
believe, would be more permanent. 
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every effort would be made both on lanl 
and on sea to expedite their passage. Bu 
many of the cardinals are old and 
longer able to endure the hardships d 
travel. Even with the best intentions 
the strictest orders on the part of the 
governments at war they would, somed 
them, inevitably be subjected to incom 
venience, delay, and discomfort. 

It will be a strange sidelight on the stat 
of the world if the cardinals are preventeé 
by the war veets and navies of the great 
Christian nations from coming togethe 
to choose the successor of Pope Pius X.

Temporal Rights Oath. 

Brery cardinal is bound by oath to de- 
fond, integrally and strenuously, the 
temporal rights and the liberty of the holy 
see, especially the civil principality of the 
pope. This implies that, if elected pope, 
he is expected to oppose reconciliation 
with Italy, and a foreigner may fail to 
do 80. The three Italian popes since 1870 
followed implicitly this policy. 

The new pope must be comparatively 
young, so as to insure a long pontificate. 
Finally, he must not belong to a monastic 
order. The majority of cardinals are sec- 
alar priests, and, although hard to ex- 
plain, itis obvious to any one even _.ightly 
acquainted with Rome that a monk ora 
friar will never be elected pope. 

Sixty-six in Sacred College. 

The Sacred College of Cardinals is at 
present composed of sixty-six members. 
The following Italian cardinals may be 
considered old, as they are over 70; Di 
“letro, who is 86; Agliardi, who is 81; Gotti 
and Serafino Vannutelli, who are both 79;

Cardinal Cavallari was an intimate 
end of Pius X. and Cardinal Richelmy 
8 close, too close perhaps, to the Italian 
Wyal family.

The last report of National Bank Ex- 
aminer Owen T. Reeves Jr. is said to 
have shown to the grand jury that the 
bank was in an “infamous” condition 
at that time. His report, it was said, 
made known to officials of the treasury 
department the excessive liability of offi- 
cials and directors of the bank. 

Many of these men, it was shown, 
were habitual borrowers, practically 
without security. William Lorimer, ac- 
cording to the government’s informa- 
tion, was repeatedly apprised of the sit- 
uation and had full knowledge of what 
was going on. 


vealed that Lorimer's political hench- 
men were regular borrowers of the bank. 
Among these were Fred Lundin, “ Fire 
Escape Gus Nohe, John A. Cooke, and 
Pete Bartzen. 


PAYNTER LOANED $40,000. . 
The inquiry disclosed also 
United States Senator Thamas A. Paynter 
of Kentucky borrowed $40,000 from Lori- 
mers bank during the time Paynter was 
still in the senate and while the question 
of Lorimer s expulsion was up for con- 
det ation. Paynter was a member of 
the first Lorimer investigating commit- 
tee. He voted to retain Lorimer in his 
seat, 

The La Salle Street National bank was 
established in 1910, with a capital of 
$1,000,000. Its surplus in December, 1910, 
was 288,000. In October, 1912, the institu- 
tion hquidated from a national to a state 
bank and took over most of the national 
bank's paper. 

From the start the bank had difficulties, 
particularly as to its clearing abilities. 
For a time it was a member of the clear- 
ing house association, but was drépped 
because the officials failed to keep the 
bank up to the required standard. 


Banking Methods Condemned. 
In 1911 a committee of the clearing 
house association made an investiga- 
tion of the condition of the bank. Its 
report to the association bristled with 
denunciation of the Lorimer-Munday 
banking methode and gave warning that 
unless a reformation was effected the 
bank would surely meet disaster. 

The report called particular attention 
to excessive loans made to enterprises in 
which officials of the bank were financial 
ly interested. As a result the bank never 
regained clearing house privileges. 

On June 12 the big crash came. State 
Bank Examiner D. V. Harkin ordered the 
La Salle Street bank and three allies, the 
Broadway State, the Ashland-Twelfth 
Street state, and the Illinois State banks, 
closed. Several other allied institutions 
were forced to cease business within a 
few days subsequent to the closing of the 
parent instituttio-. 


_ Crash Caused by City. 
Treasurer M. J. Fiynn and his attorney, 
Colin C. H. Fyffe, who called at the bank 
and presented for payment à check for 
$650,000, representing the amount the city 
had on deposit.

A Havas dispatch from Brussels 
gives an official communication concern- 
ing the present state of the field opera- 
tions in Belgium. 

“ After having lost much time and a 
great amber of men and, besides, im- 
portant war material,” the communica- 
tion says, “ the Prussian right wing has 
succeeded in gaining on both banks of 
the Meuse. This brought them in con- 
tact with the allies’ armies. 

“The German troops on the north 
bank of the Meuse comprise sections of 
different army corps whose efforts have 
been directed toward the capture of 
Liege and who are now disengaged. 
There also are bodies of cavalry, thanks 
to which the Germans have been able 
to make considerable disturbance and. 
extend themselves north and south. 
“On the south the allied Belgian and 
French armies have been able to repulse 
them, but on the north they have had 
a free field and could penetrate in small 
bodies far into the country. 

TOO MUCH TIME WASTED. 
“In a word, the Germans have taken 
a number of our positions, but have 
wasted fifteen days in arriving at this 
result, which is greatly to the honor of 
our army. 

“It is not a question of single battle 
evolutions or captures of certain parts 
of the country or of towns. These mat- 
ters are secondary in regard to the ob- 
ject assigned our troops in the general 
dispositions. This aim cannot be re- 
vealed, and the most penetrating minds 
will be unable to discover it, owing to 
the necessarily vague particulars fur- 
nished concerning the operations. 
„Fighting is proceeding on the whole 
front, extending from Basel, Switzer-

Reaffirm German Outrage. 

ROME, via Paris, Aug. 19.—Notwith- 
standing the German official denials, Ital- 
lan emigrants returning here today con- 
firm the report that they were deliberate- 
ly fired upon by German soldiers at 
Magdeburg. 

They declare that about 6,000 Italians 
were taken on cattle trucks to Cologne, 
being thirty-eight hours without food 

When they appealed for provisions at 
inne near the Station they say they were 
refused, the reply being that Italy having 
declared ‘ts neutrality they could die of 
hunger. 

Surrounded by soldiers with fixed bayo- 
neta the Italiane were taken into the 
country and kept for two days and two 
nights, without shelter, in the rain. After- 
warde they were transported by train to 
Magdeburg, where they were given quar- 
ters in the dirty stables of the fortress. 
Potatoes and flour were served to them 
once a day. 

After being held three days, the Ital- 
lanes were notified that they might leave 
for Italy. Filled with joy by the an- 
nouncement some of them cried, “ Viva 
Italy! which irritated the soldiers, wha, 
it is said, fired into the unarmed crowd.

A. H. REVELL, REFUGEE 


‘New York, Aug. 19—[Spectal.]—James 
A. Patten, who with his wife was among 
the 1,062 Americans who arrived from 
Europe on the liner Finland today, told of 
his experiences in escaping from Burope. 
Mr. Patten said he would have sgurren- 
dered half his fortune rather than remains 
abroad a few more weeks. 

Mr. and Mrs. Patten were in Carisbad 
when war waa declared between Germany 
and Russia. They left for Nuremberg ip 
an automobile, and, arriving there, were 
taken to the guard house and rigidly 
cross-examined before they were allowed 
to continue.. They boarded a crowded 
train for Ostend, but got no farther than 


After long delay they managed to get 
aboard another train for the border, but 
got no farther than the little town of 
Herbsthal, near the frontier, which they 
reached at 10 o’clock at night in a down- 
pour of rain. 

Get Slice of Bread. 

“We managed to make our way into a 
little cafe,“ Mr. Patten said, “ and there 
we got one alice of bread each—our first 
meal for the day. Next day I hired : 
horse and cart to take us over the Belgian 
frontier to Verviers. Three other Amer- 
loans were with us. 4 

On the road we passed the most piti- 
ful procession of German refugees flee- 
ing from Beigium Some were in ye- 
hicies, but the majority were trudging in 
the dust, pushing or pulling their bag- 
gage in carta. Women with babies at the 
breast were walking in the noonday sun. 

“From Verviers we proceeded by an- 
other cart toward Liege. We had not 
progressed three miles when we came 
upon a party of Beigian engineers min- 
ing the road. They had great piles of 
dynamite stacked there ready to plant in 
the ditches they were digging across the 
roadway. They advised we had better 
go to Liege by another road. We hastened 
to do 30. 


Many Killed by Mines. 

“Two hours later another party of 
Americans was halted at that spot by 
@ skirmish between the Belgians and 
Germans. They were forced to lie in a 
ditch while the Beigians fired over them. 
Next day 3,000 Germans were killed by 
the mines we had seen the engineers 
planting. 

We arrived at Liege at 1 o'clock on 
the afternoon of Aug. 4, and managed to 
get a train for Brussels two hours later 
But we did not leave before we heard the 
thunder of the forts’ canmon repulsing

High prices were championed 0 the 
one meane of conserving the existing 
food supply and stimulating production 
of foodstuffs by Charles G. Dawes, pres- 
ident of the Central Trust company, and 
formerly controller of the currency under 
President McKinley, at the weekly 
juncheon of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce yesterday. 

“When a large part of the world’s 
population engages in war and ceases to 
produce, while continuing to consume 
food,” said Mr. Dawes, “two things 
become immediately important to all thé 
world’s population, whether engaged in 
war or not; first, that the existing food 
supply be conserved and not wasted so 
as to last as long as possible; second, 
that the productive energies of that part 
of the world which is at peace be eape- 
cially derected to increasing the food sup- 
ag PS the great fundamental law af 
economics which constantly work for the 
greatest good of the greatest number, 
these two objects are obtaimed by one 
thing—high prices. When food eupplies 
are endangered high prices encourage 
economy and discourage waste at home. 

“But it is well to remember that ia 
this country at this time there exists no 
real grievance against those who eud- 
denly find their food producte in hand of 
greater value. When we really face mo- 
popolistic extortion n food supplies, then 
we may be eure that a remedy for it will

Describes How Amphion Sunk. 

LONDON, Aug. 10.— The cial infor- 
mation bureau has issued an interesting 
account of the sinking iy Britten 
cruiser Amphion by a mine e North 
sea, which was first reported last week. 

After describing how the Amphion and 
the third destroyer flotilla had rounded 
up and sunk the German mine layer, 
Koenigin Luise, the report telis of the 
Amphion's efforts on its return course to 
avoid the danger zone. 

„The was successful until 6:30 a. m. at 
which hour the Amphion struck a mine. 
the report says. 

A sheet of flame instantly engulfed the 
bridge. The captain was rendered insen- 
sible and fell to the fore and aft bridge. 
As soon as the captain recovered con- 
sciousness he rang the engine room to 
stop the engines, which were still going 
at revolutions for twenty knots. As all 
the forward part of the Amphion was on 
fire it was found impossible to reach the 
bridge or flood the fore magazine. 


Ship’s Back Broken. 

“The ship's back appeared to be broken 
and it was already settling down by the 
bows. 

By the time the destroyers had closed 
in it was clearly time to abandon the 
ship. The men fell in for this purpose 
with the same composure that had 
marked their behavior throughout. All 
was done without burry or confusion, and 
twenty minutes after the crulger struck 
the mine the men, the officers, and lastly 
the captain had left the ship.“ 

Three minutes afterward, the report 
gays, another explosion occurred, show- 
ing the Amphion must have struck a sec- 
ond mine.

At 
the annual banquet of the 200 salesmen 
of the company last night at the Mid-

fighting speculation in the leather mar- 
ket and in the shee industry. He de- 
nounced the attitude of manufacturers 
and dealers in taking advantage of the 
war to reap a narvest in incréased prices 
at the public’s expense. He urged every 
salesman to follow the advice of Presi- 
dent Wilson in remaining absolutely neu- 
tral in their conversations and in their 
business dealings. 

“The main thing for each and every 
one of us to do is to sit steady in the boat 
and go about our business as usual,“ he 
said. rollow President Wilson's ad- 
vice to the letter. Don't let your per- 
sonal feelings enter into your discussion 
with people you meet. 


Sees High Leather Price. 

The immense quantity of leather now 
being comsumed for footwear and other 
purposes in the war in Europe, tagether 
with a world shortage in cattle, ie bound 
to have its effect in constantly increasing 
prices on leather.

“We shall also contest any tendency 
on the part of our customers towards 
taking advantage of our low prices to 
speculate ash far as the future. la con- 
cerned. We know that if the war contin- 
ues, shoes are bound to increase in price, 
but there will be no need for an immediate 
jump, or such a large jump as the specu- 
lators would have the public believe.“

~The next step proposed by the admun- | 


living’ will be the enactment of legis:a- 
tion placing cold storage houses and 
grain elevators under federa! control. 
Laws will de proposed prescribing ruies 
and regulations for the conduct of tte 
grain elevator and storage businesses 
under the direction of the secretary t 
agriculture. 

Representative Moss of Indiana, author 
of the administration's grain grading bili, 
today introduced a drastic elcvator bill. 
Representative McKellar of Tennessee 
several weeks ago introduced a cold st»r- 
age bill which is now pending before the 
house interstate and foreign commerce 
committee. Hearings will be held on this 
measure promptly and a favorable report 
is expected within the next few days. 


Assails Chicago Packers. 

Mr. McKellar this afternoon vigorously 
attacked the Chicago packers in the 
house. 

My bill,” he said, “ provides that cer 
tain meats used every day in every fam. 
ily and every household shall be kept tr 
storage only a limited time. Why? For 
the purpose of preventing the packers 
who are in combination from demanding 
exorbitant prices for those meats. 

We know, whatever else may be said, 
that the packing house interests in this 
country absolutely control the prices of 
meat. They fix them on one day in every 
week in every town and every city in 
this country, not by the law of supply and 
demand, but because they have an in- 
strument which enables them to disre- 
gard any taw of supply and demand.” 


State Regulation Failure. 

Mr. McKellar said that state reguiatiir 
had failed. 

Few of the states regulate the pack- 
ers.“ he said. ‘‘ And they have become | 
so powerful and so proud that they have 
no respect for either the state or ne- 
tienal authorities. The way they treated 
the late Senator Heyburn of Idaho, who 
introduced a storage bill, was simply out- 
rageous. I do not think I could better 
show you the way they did than by read 
ing a letter or two from Mr. Armour and 
Mr. Swift.” 

Mr. McKellar hefe read the letter from 
Senator Heyburn’s committee to Arthur 
Meeker of Armour & Co., requesting his 
appearance to testify on the cold storage 
business. Mr. Meeker replied: 

“I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
courteous invitation to appear before ne 
special committee appointed to investi- 
gate the high cost of living. I would glad- 
ly appear if I thought I could furnish any 
information that would be of value tothe 
committee, but I have no special knowi- 
edge on the subject.“ 


Packers Declined to Help. 

* Swift, Armour, and every other pack 
er,.“ Mr. McKellar said, “ received the 
same courteous invitation to appear de- 
fore the committee, and there was not 
a single packer that had the slightest 
knowledge, according to replies. Senator 
Heyburn’s committee went to Chicago and 
came back and not a packer appeared 
betore that committee to testify in any 
way whatsoever. 

Now, gentlemen, of course they 4/4 
not do it. The testimony of this record 
shows that they make from 100 to 279 | 
per cent—they are the middlemen—by rea- 
son of being able to buy the products at 
a low figure. The producer is obliged 
to sell the cattle or let them eat their 
heads off.” 


Cites Cold Storage Abuses. 

Mr. McKellar said he would not argue 
against cold storage, which he regards 
as one of the great boons to mankind. 
However, he did claim that the abuses 
ef cold storage should be eliminated im- 
mediately. 

“The many fortunes that have been 
made by these packers, simply because 
they have an instrument which they use 
for the oppression of the people and for 
their own profit all the way down the line, 
are a byword in this country. 

"You saw an exampie of it about a 
week ago. For a few days they have 
been trying to back track; but as soon 
as an excuse arose they raised the price. 
Everybody knows that if this war con- 
tinues long enough it wfll raise the prices

STATEMENT FROM ARMOUR. 

Armour & Co., the Chicago packers, 
issued a protest last evening, in the form 
of a statement against the alleged un- 
warranted and incorrect utterances of 
Representative Vare of Philadelphia, in 
which he is quoted as saying that meats 
have jumped $4 a hundred pounds. The 
statement, which was issued through At- 
torney Alfred R. Urion of counsel for the 
packers, follows: 

Representative Vare of Philadelphia 
is quoted in a Chicago paper as stating 
upon the floor of the house of representa- 
tives yesterday that while meats in this 
country have jumped $4a hundred pounds 
since the outbreak of the war, Armour & 
Co. contracted with England last week 
for 5,000,000 cans of canned beef. 

“Tf he is quoted correctly, we protest 
against his unwarranted statement. We 
have not contracted with England for 
canned meat of amy kind, neither imme- 
diately before nor aince the breaking out 
of the war; nor have meats jumped #4 
a hundred pounds. 


Maximum Increase a Pound. 

“The maximum increase in the price 
of meats is approximately three-quarters 
of a cent a pound, as documetary evi- 
dence which we are tendering to the de- 
partment of justice through the United 
States district attormey’s office in Chicago 
will show. 

„Armour & Co. are conducting a legiti- 
mate business in an honest manner, and 
protest against such unwarranted public 
utterances, issued in advance of an inves 
tigation, and without knowledge of the 
facts and without an opportunity to make 
a defense, which utterances serve only te 
inflame the public mind. 

„Furthermore, Armour 4 Co. do not 
now, as charged; bave not since the be- 
ginning of the war, nor prior thereto, 
shipped meats to Canada, for the very 
good reason that Canada’s tariff of $8 a 
hundredweight is prohipitive; and, on the 
contrary, we are importing meats from 


Canada right slong.” 


MONTENEGRINS MENACING

King Nicholas Warned if He Ab 


tacks Ragusa His Brother and 
Other Hostages Will Be Shot. 

LONDON, Aug. 19.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph company from Rome 
says a message from Cettinje reports the 
Montenegrin army within two hours’ 
march of Ragusa, a fortified seaport of 
Austria-Hungary in Dalmatia. 

King Nicholas has been notified by the 
Austrian authorities that if his army at- 
backe the large number of prominent 
'Servians and Montenegrins held at Ra- 
gusa as hostages will be shot. Among the 
hostages is Count Ivo Vopiovic, a brother 
of King Nicholas. 

An official communication from Paris 
declares confirmation is at hand of pre- 
vious reports of a Servian victory at Sha- 
bats over 80,000 Austrians. The Austrians 
lost 3,000 killed and 5,000 wounded, the 
report says.

MAID LOST IN GHAOS 


One of the most perflous jourreys made 

by a Chicago tourist was that urdertaken 
by Mra J. T. Harahan, widow of the late 
president of the Illinots Central ranlroad. 
who found herself in St. Petersburg, 1,460 
miles from London, when war was de- 
clare@ between Germany and France. 
Mrs. Harahan returned to Chicago yes- 
terday. She told friends of an anxious 
voyage through the Baltic to Copen- 
hagen and of another trip, equally dan- 
gerous, through the North Sea to Eng- 
land. Naval operations already had 
begun, and there was imminent peril of 
seizure by German cruisers. 
Mrs. Harahan became separeted from 
her maid and all her baggage. ‘The maid 
had been sent ahead to Berlin, where Mrs. 
Haraban intended to meet her. This plan 
was abandoned, however, when the crisis 
became more threatening. , 


Asks Search for Maid. 
Mrs. Harahan returned to New York 
with her niece, Miss Martha Harris of 
Memphis, Tenn., on the Lacoria. She

“ We left St. Petersburg at the eleventh 
hour, said Mrs. Harahan, ‘* because we 
d not realize the seriousness of the sit- 
vation. I consider myself fortunate in 
spite of the lose of my baggage.

If the well be a driven well more than 
100 feet in depth, a man's chance of get- 
ting poliuted water will be less than i in. 
100. However, even deeply driven welis 
are liable to become polluted. 

In an Illinois series, in which the well 
waters were sent tothe state water labor- 
atory because they were under suspicion, 
one out of seven of the waters from deep- 
ly driven wella was found to be polluted.

Lettuce Salads—Lettuce saleds are beat 
if made of several kinds of lettuce and 
chicory.

There are any number of fruit combi- 
nations, and these are good often, but 
bananas should not be put with the sub- 
acid fruits or eaten with lemon juice 
Some people eat lemon juice with all frutts 
instead of cream, but eaten with bananas 
it makes them hard on the digest on. 

Not only is it necessary to have a cer- 
tain dietetic harmony in dishes, but it is 
very necessary to have it in the whole 
menus. The more you know about di 
etics, and the different digestive ex 
nents of foods, the harder may be to 
make a menu that satisfies your judg- 
ment yet a great chef, who probably 
had only inetinct to guide him as far as 
dietetics was concerned, said, long age, 
that it was as difficult to make a menu as 
a piano program.

With our new knowledge of foods and 
digestive facts, we may say that itis as 
difficult as arranging flowers perfectly. 
Roses and peas are both sweet but dif- 
ferent, s we do not combine them, al- 
though sweet flowers go together gen- 
erally better than scented and unscented. 
Carnations with orchids are not comforta- 
ble. The pansy harmonizes with few 
things. 

And so it is with foods and it is far 
more vital that the food combination be 
true than that the flower combination 
give us esthetic pleasure—that is, physi- 
cal happiness is more essential. But if 
we will look at foods as something fine 
of themselves, and at a particular one as 
having an independent individuality, we 
will not mix inharmonious things with 
it. The French habit of eating a ver- 
etable quite by itself, as a course, is a 
good one, but the vegetable must be ex-

O'Rourke Threatens Strike. 

O'Rourke made reprisal, it is alleged, 
by calling a strike. By changing his atti- 
tude and promising te surrender the 
amount of the fine later, according to 
Goléberg, he brought his force back on 
the job. Now, he asserts, O’ Rourke is get- 
ting impatient and threatens to call an- 
other strike unless the $300 immediately 
is forthcoming. 

Goldberg's -bill, which asks an injunc- 
tion against the defendants restraining 
them from interference with his em- 
ployés, reads in part: 

“The association, by means of petty

M. P. Riley, president of the contract- 
ors’ association, last night denied he 
knew anything about the suit. 

“Our dascociation is run for the pro- 
tection ot its members, and Goldberg is 
one of them,” said Riley. “I can't under- 
stand why he should make us parties to 
the suit. So far as 1 know, the associa- 
tion never has levied any fine on him; 
that is the union’s affair. I did hear he 
was paying some of his men at the rate 
of $4 a day, when the regular union scale, 
according to the agreement between the 
association and the plasterers, is $6. If 
the union is getting efter him for a viola- 
tion, it is not our affair.”

There are many others, but these 100 
are listed in the index maintained by 
the United Charities as urgent cases, A 
week or two in the country with pleuly 
of fresh milk and vegetables will give 
them new strength to withstand the ris- 
ors of winter. But there is no place for 
them to go. Already Tue TRIBUNE open 
air hospital for convalescent mothers and 
sickly children at Algonquin has cared 
for 345 more persons than it did at the 
same time last year. This is due to the 
generosity of its loyal family of readers 
and the more intensive methods used by 
the camp superintendent, Mra. Laura J. 
Collar. 3 

More Help Needed. 
But previous urgent cases reported will 
keep the camp filled to its capacity until! 
the last of this month. If these 160 are 
to be cared for at THs TRIBUNE hospital 
they must be sent there after Sept. 1. The 
funds already subscribed will not run 
the hospital longer than the end of ths 
month. The United Charities is making 
a plea that it be kept open until Sept. 15, 
two weeks longer. It will cost about 
$1,000 more to do this. This amount wil! 
pay all expenses of the 160 tired mothers 
and anemic children. Shall they be de- 
prived of their outing? Next summer 
may be too late. 
Last year 601 persons were cared for at 
the camp. It is hoped that the number 
will exceed the 900 mark this year. Tas 
will break all previous records by sev- 
eral hundred. 


Big Results of Year. 
Remarkable results have beer obtained 
this year, and not a woman or child has 
left the camp but was stronger and in bet- 
ter health than when they came. Re- 
ports on the gain in weight of undersized 
and undernourished children have been 
kept carefully by the attendirg nurses. 
Little Bugene, a 3 months cold baby, 
weighed eight pounds when brought to 
the camp twelve days ago. He was sick- 
ly, cross, and peevish. He cried most of 
the time. Yesterday he weighed twelve 
pounds. His cheeks are dimp)ei now and 
he gurgies and laughs. Little Eugene is 
only one of many who have been shown 
the way to laugh and be happy. 

The hospital fund needs your help. So 
does the free ice fund. The babies soon 
will lose the ruddy color they gained at 
the camp unless they are properly nour- 
ished. This means lots of ice to keep the 
milk cool. There are still many babies in

Will Issue Bonds. 

The new station will be built by the eu- 
ance of bonds against the station prop- 
ety and against the property of the 
Pemsyivanie, Burlington. and Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul roads. 

It is estimated that the cost of the sta- 
tion will be between $40,000,000 and $60,- 
0000, all of which will be raised by 
bonding the property, the usual method 
that has been pursued in the building of 
gations in the last few years 

Method Used in New York. 

The issuance of bonds was the method 
@ fnancing the new station in Kansas 
City and the Grand Central station in 
New York. Under the authorized capi- 
talization of $50,000,000 all of the stock 
was not subscribed. 

The new authorization is all sold, a- 
cording to an official of one of the roads 
wating the station.

Nance Decries 
Europe's Plan 


of Vice Curb 


Returns From Tour 
Committed to 
Abolition. 


Chicago was warned against adopting 
European methods of controlling vice by 
Ald, Willis O. Nance last night upon his 
arrival in Chicago. As a member of the 
Chicago civic commission Dr, Nance was 
requested by Mayor Harrisor and the 
council health committee to inguire into 
the reputed success of regulation“ as 
it is practiced in England and on the con- 
tinent. His conclusions are that the com- 
monly accepted view is mostly an illusion. 

Ald. Nance reached Quebec last Tues- 
day asa steerage passenger on the Royal 
George. His investigation was limited to 
the cities of Liverpool, Manchester, Lon- 
don, Paria, and Bruesels, on account of 
the outbreak of war. 

“TI am more than ever convinced,” he 
said last night, “that Chieago’s an- 
nounced policy of absolute repression of 
vice is the right thing.“ 


Recognition Is Wrong. 

My studies in England and on the con- 
tinent strengthen my belief that the 
recognition of prostitution by the author- 
ities ag a necessary evil is wrong and that 
regulation and supervision are not the 
proper remedies to apply. 

“The medical inspection that is prac- 
ticeé in foreign cities is not conducive to 
efficient results. I would not eay it is 
worthless, but it is based on a false policy, 
and it does not furnish the protection 
which it ie supposed to give. 

“T feel that Chicago has little to earn 
from these cities except that it would be 
unwise for us to adopt their methods. 
The people who extol the European syn- 
tem of controlling the eocial evil simply 
Gon't know what they are talking about. 

I have not had time yet to correlate my 
data or to prepare any detailed analysis 
of conditions in foreign cities, but these 
are my main conclusions, and I hall so 
report them to the mayor.

Trading Would Mean Sacrifices, 


The Boston News Bureau says: 

“ Gradual reopening of the stock exchanges

quoting pries. 

They conyplain that the newspapers refuge 
their advertisements and are coiperating with 
the stock exchanges and that the financial 
news agencies are codperating with the stock 
exchanges in the suppression of prices.

Withdrawals of Business Men 
Being Returned. 


FEAR SCARCITY NO LONGER 


Condition Offset, However, by Crop 
Moving Needs of West. 


New York, Aug. 19.—An interesting de- 
velopment in the financial situation today 
was the evidence that a considerablepor- 
tion of the money taken from local banks 
during the early alarm engendered by 
the foreign sis is flowing back into nor- 
mal channels. Much of this money was 
withdrawn by merchants and manufac- 
turers, who feared a possible scarcity of 
cash to meet pressing obligations, mainly 
pay rolls.

IMPROVEMENT TO BEGIN. 


$400,000 Will Be Spent at Once on 
Grant Recreation Ground. 


The south park commissioners took up 
the investigation of “graft” charges 
against three south park policemen yes- 
terday. Formal charges were drawn up 
and will be presented to the civil service 
commission. The three accused police- 
ment are William Sullivan, W. E. Mo- 
Kenna, and John McClowery.

BOOK THOMSON FOR MURDER 
TO PREVENT HIS RELEASE. 


Police Formally Charge Clerk with 
Killing E. P. Amory as Habeas 
Corpus Writ Is Asked. 


Allen M. Thomson was booked on a 

charge of murder yesterday after his at- 
torneys, applying for a writ of habeas 
corpus, had forced the hand of the police. 
Although their client stands formally ac- 
cused of the killing of his employer, Ed- 
ward P. Amory, whose body was found 
in his office in the Gas building a week 
ago yesterday, Thomson's lawyers find 
themselves in a much stronger strategic 
position. 
John Dornblager and Alfred Erickson, 
the defendant's counsel, went first to 
Judge Kersten, who declined to hear their 
application. Judge Kersten explained 
he was about to leave on his vacation and 
advised them to go to another judge. 


While the lawyers were explaining the 
situation to Judge Dowdall, sitting in the 
Circuit court, Capt. Halpin of the detec- 
tive bureau asserted he was holding 
Thomson by order of the coroner and con- 
sequently was not obliged to book him. 
Stephen A. Malato, assistant state's at- 
torney, told Judge Dowdall that a war- 
rant charging Thomson with murder al- 
ready had been sworn out 

What assurance have we it will be 
served? demanded Dornblaser. 

Judge Dowdall finally granted the ap- 
plication, making the writ returnable 
forthwith and ordering that Thomson be 
taken before him within an hour. At 3:30 
o'clock, while the lawyers were arguing, 
Capt. Halpin announced he had booked 
Thomson.
